SUBJECT: Dining Room Operations 


A preliminary look at the latest audit of the dining room function has 
uncovered two areas of concern to Helen and myself. 


A. Status of the mess fund: 


With the increase of the price of food, the dining room operation 
is dipping into the red inspite of efforts to economize. (Helen and 
STAT [___—ipave devised several cheaper menus--we have borne down 
quite heavily on efforts to collect for the coffee, etc.) We believe 
that a modest increase in food prices is in line with the general in- 
crease of prices in other areas, We recommend the following: 


Soup - from 20¢ to 25¢ 

Light Lunch ~- from 75¢ to 95¢ 
Regular Lunch’ ~- from $1, 35 to $1.50 
Steak Special - to remain $1.70

B. Inthe past year the number of special functions given in the dining 
room has decreased slightly. We believe that this decrease may be 
attributable to the policy of charging employees for their share of the 
function, It is the present policy of the Office of Finance, as stated in
